Tni: exposure of the raacality of young 
Ives, the so-called “Napoleon of Wall 
street,” reads like a chapter from a ro­ 
mance o; fiction.

He has plavcd with millions as 
other men deal with hundreds, and has 
dealt in the stock pit as if the representa­ 
tives of value that change hands there 
were mere penny leaflets. Ilis reckless­ 
ness, however, has brought him to grief, 
and he is now in limbo for grand larceny, 
committed in the fraudulent issue of stock 
of a Western railroad corporation, and in 
the misappropriation of funds intrusted to 
him. The very latest scheme of villainy 
that has been unearthed and put to his 
debit is the forgery of a purported partner­ 
ship agreement between himself and his 
partner is viiiainy, Stayner, and one Meyer, 
by which the estate of the dead million­ 
aire, Christopher Meyer, was to lie swept 
into the treasury of the two conspirators- 
Tiie bold operator, whose daring schemes 
among the financiers of the blast have 
made old hands stand aghast, is but 
twenty-five years old. At a mere boyish 
age he stands at the end of his career, a 
forger, a thief and a swindler. But how 
far will his example serve as a warning to 
other young men, and teach them '.hat the 
sure, and safe road to a competency lies 
through patient industry, economic habits 
and provident care of earnings? 
ÍT is stated that the self-appointed com­ 
mittees of the firaud Army that went to 
Santa Monica to investigate the charges 
against the management of the Soldiers' 
Home, have returned to Los Angeles aud 
wiil submit a report, finding the charges 
against the officers of the Home to be true. 

There must bean 
official aud wholly impartial investigation 
ordered by the Government. It is due 
alike to the Governor of the Home and to 
the inmates of the institution, and nntil 
such an investigation has been made, judg­ 
ment in the case should be suspended.

• IS THERE A JACK . THE R I P P E R > 
"We trust that few of our readers have 
followed with anything like interested 
curiosity the diabolical stories concerning 
“Jack, the Ripper” and his Whitechapel 
victims. Those who have, however, can­ 
not have failed to notice that the discovery 
of fragmentary remains of the victims in­ 
variably discloses the fact that some por­ 
tion of the body is entirely missing. Jn 
the last instance, the entire trunk, with 
"the arms and head, were present, while the 
lower limbs were gone. In former cases 
some portion of the intestines only were 
missing. 
All this points to the work of the stu­ 
dents of some medical college, who have 
d.sposed of the remains of subjects of the 
dissecting table. In the last ease reported 
by telegraph, the assurance is conveyed 
that the mutilation was evidently “done 
by some one familiar with surgery.” This 
theory finds much confirmation on the 
face of the fac-simile letters, recently pub­ 
lished in a San Francisco paper, signed bv 
the pseudo-murderer. The penmanship 
and the composition were strangely contra­ 
dictory ; that is to say, the penmanship 
was that of an educated man, and the or­ 
thography perfect in every respect, while 
the ungrammatical character of the com- 
jiosition “bowed evidence of careful con­ 
struction. The letters were consciously 
ungrammatical, or, rather, purposively so, 
which proves the writer or writers to he 
men of educational attainment. 
The strangest evidence, however, in sup­ 
port of the theory we suggest, is to lie 
found in the (act that the bodies so far 
found are generally declared to have been 
dead some time when discovered ; aud that 
the location of the murders was such as to 
make it unthinkable that they could have 
been committed in that particular locality 
without having been seen hv some one 
This is accounted for by the theory that 
the medical students, who were distrib­ 
uting these remains of the dissecting table, 
merely dropped them in certain localities. 
The desire to dispose of the remains of the 
dissecting table will not quite fully ac­ 
count for this theory,but is fully accounted 
for by the disposition of the students to 
create a sensation and enjoy the confusion 
of the police. 
“Jack, the Kipper” lias not been caught 
sooner because there i; no “Jack, the Rip­ 
per.” The theory here advanced is also 
consistent with the number of supposed 
murders committed to the present time. 
Nine mutilated bodies have been found. 
The theory that they have been the work 
of Awdieal students relieves the number 
of all element, of mystery. There is no 
reason why twenty more may not lie dis­ 
covered within a short space of time ; in 
fact, that number might have been dis­ 
covered up to the i>rc“ent time hut for 
the fancy on the part ot the students 
perhaps that the victims shall be full- 
grown women. 
The students evidently 
have in view the frightening of the fallen 
women of the Whitechapel District; hence, 
they make other dis|»osition of the re­ 
mains of the dissecting table when the sub­ 
ject- are men or children.

A FOREMOST ARTIST. 
The time was when photography was 
looked upon as meiely a mechanical art. 
To-day, such has been the progress made, 
and such the skill employed, it is ranked, 
in its higher developments, as among the 
fine arts. For the photographer who takes 
place with the best must now be something 
more than the mechanical operator. He 
must understand the proportions of the 
human figure, the art of posing and drap­ 
ing, something of perspective, and of light 
and shade. Above all, he must understand 
the art of retouching, and a branch ot etch- 
ine. since it is now essential to eminent 
success that he should be able to “ do over” 
the work of the sunlight upon the plate, 
and from the model it gives him evolve by 
aid of pencil, brush and stylus, the finished 
picture. Whoever examines the work of 
J. R. HodsoD, in the Art Gallery at the Pa­ 
vilion, will at once be impressed with the 
truths that we have so briefly referred to. 
“ Here,” one is led to exclaim, "is the 
artistic photographer, one inspired by the 
genius of the true art.” The exhibit covers 
a space on the floor of the gallery thirty by 
forty feet, and it goes without saying that 
in ail the realm of black and white there 
is Dothing in the Pavilion, nor has there 
been, anything more beautiful, or better 
calculated to excite the criticism ot art 
taste, or challenge the admiration of the 
lover of harmony. 
It is impossible in this brief space to in­ 
dicate in detail all the excellencies of this 
Sacramento artist in photography. We 
may say, however, that in the first place it 
is the largest exhibition ever made at any 
California or coast exhibit of its order. In 
the second place it is the most richly 
mounted exhibit ever made on the Pacific, 
and thirdly it is the finest, by far, in deli­ 
cacy of finish, attention to d'etail, and in 
that accuracy of portraiture that is essen­ 
tial to a good picture. It is evident to even 
tbe most casual observer that not only has 
he accomplished the merely mechanical 
detail and manipulation with greater skill 
than his competitors, but he has retouched 
his plates w ith that taste and artistic per­ 
ception that lifts his work out of the “com­ 
mon” of photography and places it justly 
among portraiture as recognized by artists. 
The proof of a fact a best that is s msible, 
that lias the testimony of the senses, and 
this is had in the case of Mr. Hodson’s ex­ 
hibit in tbe fact, that he may not forgive us 
for making public, that his fame has gone 
beyond local confines and he is now UDder 
engagement to go East to take the portraits 
of parties who have the means and the will 
to command the very best. It is something 
remarkably strong as evidence of superior­ 
ity that the great East, with its famous 
artists, should send out to California for a 
worker to come to it. We have no hesi­ 
tancy whatever in pronouncing Mr. Hod- 
sou, judged by this exhibit and these evi­ 
dences, a foremost photographic artist. 
SACRAMENTO’S RESOÜBCES. 
No great effort was made in this county 
to prepare a display for the fair, and but a 
small sum of money was appropriated for 
the purpose. Still, the committee repre­ 
senting the Grangers of the county have 
doDe exceedingly well. The Sacramento 
exhibit is not in competition with those of 
other countus, still it embraces a great 
variety of samples of tbe countv’s indus­ 
tries, but more particularly of' those of 
horticulture and agriculture. Sacramento 
has inexhaustible quarries of granite, and 
many of her people are engaged in various 
manufacturing pursuits, none of which are 
represented. Had the citizens taken hold 
of the matter in the proper spirit, a great 
exhibit could have been made. Tbe sam­ 
ples shown of fruits, vegetables, grains, etc , 
however, are very fine. Tbe exhibit is in 
charge of A. A. Koull, who has been as­ 
sisted in its preparation by the other mem­ 
bers of the Grange committee. A glance 
at the tables show the following individual 
contributions :

G rand Old N evada. 
Nevada, the mother of the mineral coun­ 
ties, the foremost of all the gold sections of 
the world, the historic, inexhaustible Ne­ 
vada, not making a great display of min­ 
erals as yet because she has done that be­ 
fore in a manner to defy rivalry, comes to 
the front this year with the largest fruit, 
grain, vine and vegetable exhibit in the 
Pavilion, or that has been made by any 
county heretofoxe; there are and have been 
those who have shown more grain, more 
grapes, more timber, more stone, but none 
in which the ensemble has been fuller, com- 
ple’er, better. 
Now a word as to Nevada aside from her 
inexhaustible mineral wealth, her deep 
mines, her rich gold quartz, her iron and 
her copper, of which all the world has been 
fully informed for a quarter of a century. 
Nevada is a mountain county. She is 
the jeweled crown ot the Sierras, the richest 
gem that sparkles on the bosom of moun­ 
tainous California. 
But she has great 
vistas of fertile lands yet open to acutal set­ 
tlers; she is the home of the pear above all 
others; she is preeminently a fruit county. 
She has a short wioter without any arctic 
rigors and a long summer without any 
droughts. She is fabulously rich in fine 
timber; her water power and canals and 
ditches, feeding the soil when needed, is 
equaled only by the vast water system of 
India. She stores water enough to irrigate 
the whole Sacramento valley and still have 
surplus enough for home use. She has 
power from 200 to 1,800 feet pressure and 
more. She is penetrated by a local rail­ 
way. and through her heart runs the first of 
great overland railroads. 
Nevada has no sadden changes of tem­ 
perature; her climate is saluoriou», the 
iesinons laden atmosphere speaks of ozone 
everywhere within her boundary;her soil is 
deep, fertile, easily turned, and bears phe­ 
nomenally. 
Nevada has one peculiarity—her vegta- 
bles and fruits ripen more rapidly than in 
any other county. Do any doubt this, let 
them examine the enormous melon, squash 
and pumpkin growth on the east side of 
the great space the county exhibit fills. 
These weighty witnesses were grown be­ 
tween July and September. 
Nevada has cities and market towns in 
plenty, with stable, self-respecting and pro­ 
gressive populations. She has admirable 
schools, is blessed with churches and phil­ 
anthropic institutions, has four daily pa­ 
pers, a reading, intelligent, courageous 
people, inured to hard work, yet attached 
to all refining influences. 
Let ns examine the exhibit of this Sierra 
Queen—enthroned among the everlasting 
hills for twenty miles along their crest, her 
head in the rare, fine atmosphere of 8,000 
feet elevation, her feet bathed in valley 
and grass lands not 1,000 feet above the sea 
level. LWe had intended and were prepared 
to name all the exhibitors from Nevada, 
but the list is simply enormous, and we be­ 
lieve it better to speak in tbe space we 
can spare of things and proofs rather 
than of persons.] 
The exhibition is under the personal 
supervision of J. R. Nickerson, one of the 
most experienced and level-headed of men 
who have stirred mother earth and made 
her yield in abundance. It will be seen 
that the fruits and grapes which are shown 
in such great numbers are from all parts of 
the county—they are not mere selections, 
but representatives of capacity of soil and 
climate throughout the whole county from 
the foothills to the loftiest flanks of the 
mountains. It will be seen that table and 
wine grapes are grown at altitudes up to 
4,000 feet in Nevada with eminent success, 
and of such growth Nevada is now ship­ 
ping eastward daily. 
Wheat, barley, oats, rye and corn all 
thnve in Nevada, and the expert will find 
them in tbe exhibit in sack and in stalk. 
Red clover, timothy, alfalfa, mesquite, rye 
and orchard grasses grow everywhere in the 
county. Wine of tine quality and mer­ 
chantable demand is made in Nevada. Of 
woods she shows tbe oak, maple, cedar, 
sugar and yellow pine, tamarack, spruce 
and all the members of the pine family. 
We are not able at this moment to ascer­ 
tain the true average of her grain yield, but 
it surely is not below tweDty bushels to 
the acre. 
In nut growth she produces walnuts, 
English and American, almonds in all va­ 
riety, hickory, pecan, bazel nuts filberts, 
and peanuts. We have remarked upon 
the rapidity with which Nevada ripens her 
fruits and vegetables, but we find by exam­ 
ples shown on these dozen long tables that 
while Nevada fruit and vegetable come to 
maturity so early, they do not deteriorate 
in quality or keeping character, for here we 
have apples 
that 
have 
been kept 
for an entire year. We invite the 
attention 
of 
the visitor 
as 
he 
winds through the maze of exhibits 
to examine tbe sun-dried fruits, which tes­ 
tify to the non humidity of the atmos­ 
phere and the excellency of the green 
fruit, that shrinks less than that of most. 
Here we find also splendid examples 
of corn from Missouri kernels. It was 
raised at an elevation of 1,500 feet, and 
yielding more to the acre than any valley 
record gives. Better corn we are confident 
is not found upon the coast, either in the 
size of the kernel, fullness of ears or su­ 
perior meal quality. Broom-corn is shown 
also of strong and elastic character. 
Tobacco, in the green and cured leaf 
from Nevada, is exhibited, and by con­ 
noisseurs is pronouncedjof fine quality. 
Hops are grown in Nevada with entire 
success. One vine is on exhibition that is 
forty six feet in leDgth. This was grown 
upon the place of Mr. I’helan, at San Juan, 
It will interest valley men aud will convey 
some idea of the climatic character of the 
region, to know that hops are grown in 
Nevada at almost any altitude. 
It would be of interest to our readers to 
learn more of the fine quality of the woods 
grown in Nevada, but the exigencies of 
space forbid other mention than this, that 
as stated, nearly all suDerior hard and soft 
woods are found upon the Nevada slopes. 
We have in this review bien drawn from 
one to another part of tbe Nevada exposi­ 
tion unconsciously, and hence our notes 
lack order—for ins’ance, we find that in 
the proper order we have failed to record 
inspection of Russian oats shown, one 
stand being eight feet in hight; of tbe fir e 
showing of potatoes, both upland and bot­ 
tom: of beans grown in Nevada for com­ 
merce, as well indeed as upon the Sacra­ 
mento river bottoms; of the melons in va­ 
riety, that testify, ss the melon always 
doe?, to fertile soil ; of the young trees from 
the Nevada nurseries, proving that in the 
mountain legion tbe tenderer youth of the 
fruit tree is fostered. We have referred to 
the rapidity with which fruits and 
vegetables 
mature in 
Nevada, 
and 
here 
on 
tbe 
east 
wall 
tables 
is the proof of it, eight squashes on a single 
vine aggregating 505 pounds in weight. 
The keeping qualities of Nevada’s fruits 
have been referred to, but proof of tbe 
strong assertion made tbat they surpass 
nearly all others in this respect are to be 
seen in the exposition. The apples are 
especially strong in this respect, keeping 
well for a year or more ; besides, they are 
found to make a cider that very nearly ap­ 
proaches the famous Vermont brand." 
These apples^ are grown on almost any 
kind of soil in Nevada, and not infrequently 
upon "slickens” land "wnrtoH 
„i.i. 
in tbe low 
provided al 
not too wet. 
Among other growth and cariosity in 
the exhibit is a bamboo stalk twenty-three 
feet high, grown at a point .’{,400 feet above 
the eea level; grapea, Tokay and Ziufamiel 
notably, than which none superior are pro­ 
duced, yet they grew "up among the rocks' 
as it were, at an altitude of 3.500 feet. The 
Bartlett pear in Nevada finds its home, and 
all the State concedes that nowhere else 
are the conditions so congenial for it. The 
examples of enoimoos pear growth are to 
be seen on nearly all the tables. 
Olives are grown, and with snch Access 
in Nevada that the people are now prepar­ 
ing to grow the olive for the market, and 
that, too, very extensively. Figs. black 
and the white Adriatic, are exhibited, 
grown in the county, even at 4 000 feet ele­ 
vation: plums and prunes of great beanty. 
and a superior plum also that is acuriosity, 
being the fourth reproduction from the 
wild plum, which in its native and unde­ 
sirable state is shown. Apricots, to our 
surprise, we confess, we find succeed ad­ 
mirably in Nevada. 
i We are compelled to pass the fine ex­ 
hibits of peaches; the orat-ges in the green 
that prove the geniali'y of Nevada’s 
climate and tbe adaplibi:ity of her soil; 
theaines and jellies and preserved goods, 
and give a few moments ot attention to tbe 
splendid cabinet of gold specimens, fine 
gold| quartz, nuggets, agates, etc., which is 
deserving of long and close examination, 
and as a cabinet collection has few equals 
of c «responding site. There are outside 
specimens in bulk also of milling gold 
quartz. Niekle ores are shown, ana one full 
cabinet of copper ore and results in a l its 
forms of roasting, precipitation, cement, 
paint bases, ingots, etc. So, too, we fi-.il 
txaaiplea of sulphur secured by burning 


the copper ore, ochre as a residuum of cop­ 
per ore in certain processes. Tbechief cop­ 
per mines and works are at Spenceville, 
but copper ore is found in other parts to 
some extent. Nevada produces also a good 
example of sand-stone, excellent slate, fine 
grained granites, chalk in great quantified, 
asbestos and other minerals. 
Turning back to vegetable growth, we 
discover hemp in quantity as a Nevada 
county product. That it is not more culti­ 
vated is a surprise, since it grows so freely 
in many sections, bat there is believed to 
be in Nevada special conditions favorable 
to hemp growing. 
Many other things command onr atten­ 
tion, but we are unable to proceed at this 
time to enumerate them, preferring to 
refer hereafter to the horticultural and ag­ 
ricultural capacities and the other special 
claims of a county that it was thought at 
one time was good for no other produce 
than tbat of the mineral order.

A FOREMOST A R T IS T. 
The time was when photography was 
looked upon as nietely a mechanical art. 
To-day, such has been the progress made, 
and such the skill employed, it is rauked, 
in its higher developments, as among the 
fine arts. For the photographer who takes 
place with the beat must now be something

He 
must understand the proportions of the 
human figure, the art of posing and drap­ 
ing. something of perspective, and of light 
and shade. Above all, he must understand 
the art of retouching, and a branch ot etch- 
ine. since it is now essential to eminent 
success that he should be able to “ do over” 
the work of the sunlight upon the plate, 
and from the model it gives him evolve by 
aid of pencil, brush and stylus, the finished 
picture. Whoever examines the work of 
J. R. Hodson, in the Art Gallery at the Pa­ 
vilion, will at once be impressed with the 
truths that we have so briefly referred to. 
“ Here,” one is led to exclaim, “ is the 
artistic photographer, one inspired by the 
genius of the true art.”

The theory that they have been the work 
of ..tsedieal students relieves the number 
of all element, of mystery. There is no 
reason why twenty inore may not be dis­ 
covered within a short space of tim e; in 
fact, that number might have tieen dis­ 
covered up to the present time but for 
the fancy on the part ot the students 
perhaps that the victims shall lie full- 
grown women. 
The students evidently 
have in view the frightening of the fallen 
women of the W hitechapel D istrict; hence, 
they make other dis(>osition of the re­ 
mains of the dissecting table when the sub­ 
jects are men or children.

is the largest exhibition ever made at any 
California or coast exhibit of its order. In 
the second place it is the most richly 
mounted exhibit ever made on the Pacific, 
and thirdly it is the finest, by far, in deli­ 
cacy of finish, attention to detail, and in 
that accuracy of portraiture that is essen­ 
tial to a good picture. It is evident to even 
tbe most casual observer that not only has 
he accomplished the merely mechanical 
detail and manipulation with greater skill 
than his competitors, but he has retouched 
his plates with that taste and artistic per­ 
ception that lifts his work out of the “com­ 
mon” of photography and places it justly 
among portraiture as recognized by artists.

It is something 
remarkably strong as evidence of superior­ 
ity that the great East, with its famous 
artists, should send out to California for a 
worker to come to it. We have no hesi­ 
tancy whatever in pronouncing Mr. Hod- 
sou, judged by this exhibit and" these evi­ 
dences, a foremost photographic artist. 
sacramento’s resources. 
No great effort was made in this county 
to prepare a display for the fair, and but a 
small sum of money was appropriated for 
the purpose. Still, the committee repre­ 
senting the Grangers of the county have 
done exceedingly well. The Sacramento 
exhibit is not in competition with those of 
other countits, still it embraces a great 
variety of samples of the countv’s indus­ 
tries, but tnore particularly of' those of 
horticulture and agriculture. Sacramento 
has inexhaustible quarries of granite, and 
many of her people are engaged in various 
manufacturing pursuits, none of which are 
represented. Had the citizens taken hold 
of the matter in the proper spirit, a great 
eihibit could have been made. The sam­ 
ples shown of fruits, vegetables, grains, etc., 
however, are very fine. The exhibit is in 
charge of A. A. Koull, who has been as­ 
sisted in its preparation by the other mem­ 
bers of the Grange committee. A glance 
at the tables show the following individual 
contributions :

Grand Old Nevada. 
Nevada, the mother of the mineral coun­ 
ties, the foremost of all the gold sections of 
the world, the historic, inexhaustible Ne­ 
vada, not making a great display of min­ 
erals as yet because she has done that be­ 
fore in a manner to defy rivalry, comes to 
the front this year with tne largest fruit, 
grain, vine and vegetable exhibit in tbe 
Pavilion, or that has been made by any 
county heretofoie; there are and have been 
those who have shown more grain, more 
grapes, more timber, more stone, but none 
in which the ensemble has been fuller, com- 
ple’er, better. 
Now a word as to Nevada aside from her 
inexhaustible mineral wealth, her deep 
mines, her rich gold quartz, her iron and 
her copper, of which all the world has been 
fully informed for a quarter of a century. 
Nevada isa mountain county. She is 
the jeweled crown ot the Sierras, the richest 
gem that sparkles on the bosom of moun­ 
tainous California. 
But she has great 
vistas of fertile lands yet open to acutal set­ 
tlers; she is the home of tne pear above all 
others; she is preeminently a fruit county. 
She has a short winter without any arctic 
tigors and a long summer without any 
droughts. She is fabulously rich in fine 
timber; her water power and canals and 
ditches, feeding the soil when needed, is 
equaled only by the vast water system of 
India. She stores water enough to irrigate 
the whole Sacramento valley and still have 
surplus enough for home use. She has 
power from 200 to 1,800 feet pressure and 
more. She is penetrated by a local rail­ 
way, and through her heart runs the first of 
gTeat overland railroads. 
Nevada has no sudden changes of tem­ 
perature; her climate is saluoriou1, the 
resinous laden atmosphere speaks of ozone 
everywhere within her boundary;her soil is 
deep, fertile, easily turned, and bears phe­ 
nomenally. 
Nevada has one peculiarity—her vegta- 
bles and fruits ripen more rapidly than in 
any other county. Do any doubt this, let 
them examine the enormous melon,Equash 
and pumpkin growth on the east side of 
the great space the county exhibit fills. 
These weighty witnesses were grown be­ 
tween July and September. 
Nevada has cities and market towns in 
plenty, with stable, self-respecting and pro­ 
gressive populations. She has admiruble 
schools, is blessed with churches and phil­ 
anthropic institutions, has four daily pa­ 
pers, a reading, intelligent, courageous 
people, inured to hard work, yet attached 
to all refining influences. 
Let us examine the exhibit of this Sierra 
Queen—enthroned among the everlasting 
hills for twenty miles along their crest, her 
head in the rare, tine atmosphere of 8,000 
feet elevation, her feet bathed in valley 
and grass lands not 1,000 feet above the sea 
level. [We had intended and were prepared 
to name all the exhibitors from Nevada, 
but the list is simply enormous, and we be­ 
lieve it better to speak in the space we 
can spare of things and proofs rather 
than of persons.] 
The exhibition is under the personal 
supervision of J. R. Nickerson, one of the 
most experienced and level-headed of men 
who have stirred mother earth and made 
her yield in abundance. It will be seen 
that the fruits and grapes which are shown 
in such great numbers are from all parts of 
the county—they are not mere selections, 
but representatives of capacity of soil and 
climate throughout the whole county from 
the foothills to the loftiest flanks of the 
mountains. It will be seen that table and 
wine grapes are grown at altitndes up to 
4,000 ieet in Nevada with eminent success, 
and of such growth Nevada is now ship­ 
ping eastward daily. 
Wheat, barley, oats, rye and corn all 
thrive in Nevada, and the expert will find 
them in the exhibit in sack and in stalk. 
Red clover, timothy, alfalfa, mesquite, rye 
and orchard grasses grow everywhere in the 
county. Wine of line quality and mer­ 
chantable demand is made in Nevada. Of 
woods she shows the oak, maple, cedar, 
sugar and yellow pine, tamarack, spruce 
and all the members of the pine family. 
We are not able at this moment to ascer­ 
tain the true average of her grain yield, but 
it surely is not below twenty bushels to 
the acre. 
In nut growth she produces walnuts, 
English and American, almonds in all va­ 
riety, hickory, pecan, hazel nuts filberts, 
and peanuts. We have remarked upon 
the rapidity with which Nevada ripens her 
fruits and vegetable?, bnt we find by exam­ 
ples shown on these dozen long tables that 
while Nevada fruit and vegetable come to 
maturity so early, they do not deteriorate 
in quality or keeping character, for here we 
have apples 
that 
have 
been kept 
for an entire year. We invite the 
attention 
of 
the 
visitor 
as 
he 
winds through the maze of exhibits 
to examine the sun-dried frnits, which tes­ 
tify to the non humidity of the atmos­ 
phere and the excellency of the green 
fruit, that shrinks less than that of most. 
Here we find also splendid examples 
of corn from Missouri kernels. It was 
raised at an elevation of X.500 feet, and 
yielding more to the acre than any valley 
record gives. Better corn we are confident 
is not found upon the coast, either in the 
size of the kernel, fullness of esrs or su­ 
perior meal quality. Broom-corn is shown 
also of strong and elastic character. 
Tobacco, in the green and cured leaf 
from Nevada, is exhibited, and by con­ 
noisseurs is prononncedjof fine quality. 
Hops are grown in Nevada with entire 
success. One vine is on exhibition that is 
forty six feet in length. This was grown 
upon the place of Mr. Phelan, at San Juan, 
It will interest valley men and will convey 
some idea of the climatic character of the 
region, to know that hops are grown in 
Nevada at almost any altitnde. 
It would be of interest to our readers to 
learn more of tbe fine quality of the woods 
grown in Nevada, but' the exigencies of 
space forbid other mention than this, that 
as stated, nearly all superior hard and soft 
woods are found upon the Nevada slopes. 
We have in this review bien drawn from 
one to another part of the Nevada exposi­ 
tion unconsciously, and hence our notes 
lack order—for ibs’ance, we find that in 
the proper order we have failed to record 
inspection of Russian oats shown, one 
stand being eight feet in bight; of the (ice 
showing of potatoes, both upland and bot­ 
tom: of beans grown in Nevada for com­ 
merce, as well indeed as upon the Sacra­ 
mento river bottoms ; of the melons in va­ 
riety, that testify, as the melon always 
does, to fertile soil; of the young trees from 
the Nevada nurseries, proving that in the 
mountain region the tenderer youth of the 
fruit tree is fostered. We have referred to 
the rapidity with which fruits and 
vegetables 
mature in 
Nevada, 
and 
here 
on 
the 
east 
wall 
tables 
is tbe proof of it, eight squashes on a single 
vine aggregating 505 pounds in weight. 
The keeping qualities of Nevada’s fruits 
have been referred to, but proof of the 
strong assertion made that they surpass 
nearly all others in this respect are to be 
seen in the exposition. The apples are 
especially strong in this respect, keeping 
well for a year or more ; besides, they are 
found to make a cider that very nearly ap­ 
proaches the famous Vermont brand. 
These apples are grown ou almost any 
kind of soil in Nevada, and not infrequently 
upon "slickens” land "worked out ’ plats, 
in tbe low places and upon the hills alike, 
provided always that the soil selected is 
not too wet. 
Among other growth anil curiosity in 
the exhibit is a bamboo stalk twenty-three 
feet high, grown at a point 3400 feet above 
the sea level; grapes, Tokay and Ztnfandel 
notably, than which none superior are pro­ 
duced, yet they grew "up among the rocks” 
as it were, at an altitude of 3.500 feet. Tha 
Bartlett pear in Nevada finds its home, and 
all the State concedes that nowhere else 
are the conditions so congenial for it. The 
examples of enotmou8pear growth are to 
be seen on nearly ail the tables. 
Olives are gTown, aud with such Access 
in Nevada that the people are now prepar­ 
ing to grow the olive for the market, and 
that, too, very extensively. Figs, black 
and the white Adriatic, are exhibited, 
grown in the county, even at 4 000 feet ele­ 
vation: plums and prunes of great beanty. 
and a superior plum also that is a curiosity, 
being the fourth reproduction from the 
wild plum, whicb in its native and unde­ 
sirable state is shown. Apricots, to our 
surprise, we confess, we find succeed ad­ 
mirably in Nevada. 
t We are compelled to pass the fine ex­ 
hibits of peaches; the orarges in the green 
that prove the genialiiy of Nevada's 
climate and the adaptibi.ity of her soil; 
the nines and jellies and preserved goods, 
and give a few moments ot attention to the 
splendid cabinet of gold specimens, fine 
golo|quartz, nuggets, agates, etc., which is 
deserving of loDg and close examination, 
and as a cabinet collection has few equals 
of c ’rresponding size. There are outside 
specimens in hulk also of milling g«-!<t 
Niekle ores are shown, and one full 


the copper ore, ochre as a residuum of cop­ 
per ore in certain processes. Tbe chief cop­ 
per mines end works are at Spencevilie, 
bnt copper ore is found in other parts to 
some extent. Nevada produces also a good 
example of sand-stone, excellent slate, fine 
grained granites, chalk in great quantities, 
asbestos and other minerals. 
Turning back to vegetable growth, we 
discover hemp in quantity as a Nevada 
county product. That it is not more culti­ 
vated is a surprise, since it grows so freely 
in many sections, but there is believed to 
be in Nevada special conditions favorable 
to hemp growing. 
Many other tbiDgs command our atten­ 
tion, but we are unable to proceed at this 
time to enumerate them, preferring to 
refer hereafter to the horticultural and ag­ 
ricultural capacities and the other special 
claims of a county that it was thought at 
one time was good for no other produce 
than that of the mineral order.

KIKG SOLOMON. 


interesting sermon on th e w ise 
MAN OF OLD. 


A n cient and Modern C onditions 
Con­ 
trasted —A m erican G enius and the 
Progress o f Education. 


T he following uiscourse was preached by 
Rev. G. P. Tindall a t ¿he Fourteenth-street 
Presbyterian Church. in this city, last 
evening. The text was Prov. viii., 12: 
“ I, wisdom, dwell with prudence and fiiid 
out knowledge of witty inventions.” 2 
Chronicles ix., 22: “And King Solomon 
passed all the Kings of the earth in riches 
and wisdom.” 
T üe reign of Solomon was the golden age 
of the H ebrew m onarchy. 
H e reigned 
forty years, and during all that tim e he 
enjoyed peace at hom e and abroad. The 
m ost careful research verifies the statem ent 
that Solomon excelled all other rulers of 
his day in riches and in knowledge. In 
Moees’ tim e the Egyptians excelled in 
learning, but “Solom on's wisdom su r­ 
passed the wisdom of the east country and 
ail the wisdom of Egypt." And he gave to 
Others the benefit of his knowledge. H ad the 
printing press existed in his time, he would 
have been a prolific author. 
“H e spake 
o,000 proverbs,”—only a part of them are 
found in the Bible—“and his songs were 
1.005,’' as many as the largest collection of 
hym ns at the present day. 
“ And he spake 
of trees, from the cedar tree that is in Leb­ 
anon even unto the hyssop that springeth 
up out of the wall. H e spake also of 
beasts and of fowl and of creeping thin"* 
and of fishes.” 
"A nd there came of ail 
people to hear the wisdom of Solomon, 
from all kiDgs of the earth which had 
heard of hie wisdom.” 
We search in vain 
for any cotemporary civilization or know l­ 
edge that equaled his. His superiority was 
fuilv acknowledged. 
We m ay truly say 
that he laid the foundation for the natural 
sciences, and he laid it according to the 
true, modern Baconian m ethod in observa­ 
tion and induction. 
But the learning of Solomon was largely 
or wholly lost. W e do not read of any 
School of science nor of any succession of 
scientific men springing up and continuing 
the studies which he so successfully prose­ 
cuted. 
It was not til! after the Reforma­ 
tion of the sixteenth century that the nat­ 
ural sciences came to he studied with per­ 
m anent success. And out of these studies 
has m ainly grown those industries which 
have been exhibited the last week in our 
city and generally throughout our country, 
and, most notably, at our centennial in 
1S7G. 
Ali are fam iliar w ith the labor-saving 
machines. They are too num erous to be 
m entioned in detail. If we would study 
the economy of governm ent and civiliza­ 
tion in connection with them , the be3t 
place to w hich to go is the W orld’s Fair at 
Philadelphia. It was an exhibition of the 
arts, m anufactures and products of the 
soil and mine. 
The invitation, extended by the U nited 
States to all peoples, was accepted by the 
Governments 
of 
thirty-seven 
nations. 
N ine of them ranked as colonies of Great 
Britain; the rest were independent states. 
It was adm itted on all hands to have been 
an em inently fair and honorable display, 
and prem ium s and awards were carefully 
aud equitably bestowed upon w orthy com­ 
petitors. 
The countries there represented were: 
A rgentine Republic, 
A ustria, H ungary, 
Belgium, Brazil, Canada, Chile, China, 
D enm ark, Egypt, France w ith Algeria, 
G erm any, Great Britain, w ith her nine 
colonies, viz : Queensland, New Zealand, 
New South Wales, Victoria, South A us­ 
tralia, India, Cape Colony, Berm uda and 
Jam aica; Hawaii, Italy. Japan, Mexico, 
N etherlands, Norway, Orange Free States, 
Peru, Portugal, Russia, Spain, Sweden, 
Switzerland, Tunis, Turkey, Venezuela. 
It will be observed that these countries 
represent every continent and quarter of 
the habitable globe; and it is correct to 
say that the exhibits of these countries 
were a fair index of the resources and the 
civilization of the different countries lo­ 
cated all over the earth. As an object 
lesson, it was the greatest and grandest I 
expect ever to see. 
The objects of the exhibition were classi­ 
fied into seven departm ents: 1, mining and 
m etallurgy; 2, manufactures; 3, education 
and science; 4, art; 5, machinery; G, agri­ 
culture; 7, horticulture. 
The first departm ent afforded a magnifi­ 
cent foundation for natural science. The 
naturalist could there see the whole known 
variety of the soil and substance of the 
earth. 
In justice to other countries we should 
take into account two things—(1) that we 
were at home, and hundreds of exhibits 
were there from our country, w hich would 
not have been carried across the ocean if 
the exhibition had been in Europe; (2) our 
breadth of territory enabled us to show 
more minerals, ores, stone and miniDg 
products, and soils, than any o tb ercountry. 
In the second departm ent, that of m anu­ 
facturers, there were 0,150 entries, of which 
the U nited States had 1,583— a little more 
than one-fourth of the whole. 
More than 
one-quarter of the main building was occu­ 
pied by the exhibits of this country. 
It 
was quite a complete exhibition of the 
roduct of the industries of the United 
tatfs. Some called it a Broadway store. 
It was, of course, in general, an exhibition 
of what is made and bought and sold in 
this country—here a drug store, there a 
hardw are store, and there a dry good store. 
And when one had passed through the 
whole he would ask himself, “ In what 
other country wonld I rather live?” 
Wc were impressed with one fact that 
when abroad, as we passed out ot Europe, 
we missed the appearance of science; the 
shade of ignorance and darkness came 
over us. 
B ut for the purposes of this discourse we 
m ust now go to departm ent No. 5, to Ma­ 
chinery H all. 
In this great hall are 1.G19 
entries, of which the United States has 
1.030, nearly two-thirds of the whole. 
H ere were exhibited m achines and tools, 
and apparatus for doing alm ost everything 
done by man. Our chief com petitor was 
G reat B ritain. She had 02 exhibits, we 
1.030, less than one hundred to our more 
than ten hundred. 
The reason why Great Britain had no 
larger show in that departm ent was not 
wholly because it was too far for her to 
take them . She bad not the machinery 
for a successful competition; nor is there 
any other country on earth that has them . 
In respect to m achinery, the United States, 
by a long distance, outstripped all others, 
nearly two to one against the whole world. 
In that exhibition Americans appeared as 
the doers of the world. 
Here is food for thought. 
The sam epreponderar.ee in m anufactures 
was seen in the main building. 
In these 
two buildings were the m achinery and the 
product of the machinery of the United 
States. They were simplv a marvel. They 
m ust have astonished everybody; they cer­ 
tainly did me. The m am m oth engine of 
1.400’ horse-power, built in graceful form, 
as if an artist had modeled it. and moving 
ao m any square acre* of machinery, was a 
true type of American genius. 
No indi­ 
vidual can keep up with the developments 
of it. 
This general subject becomes all the 
m ore interesting when we consider the 
causes and conditions of this upbuilding of 
helpful agencies and instrum ents. There 
are specialties in which workmen in other 
countri-ss may be our teachers, but the in­ 
stances are few and narrowed to specialties 
of some sm aller m anipulation. The Elk- 
ington silversm iths may be onr teachers, 
but not in the finest work in silver. The 
French and Swiss modistes have elaborated 
the toilet beyond ns. 
Italy has the sculp­ 
tures of the world, (I) because she has the 
marble in superior quality; (2) because she 
has a class of laborers born and bred to the 
rougher, half-skilled work of the artist, 
whom Americans and all others can hire 
for sm all wages. But there are character­ 
istics of American success that are worthy 
of special notice. One is, that here in this 
country inventive genius seems to have 
been let loose. The m ultiplicaron of in- 
veptions is beyond all precedent, and be- 
yr d all comparison. No public building 
»Vashington is large enough to coDtain 
all the patents. They are increasing at a 
m arvelous rate. Two great volumes are 
printed every m onth by the D epsrtm ent of 
the Interior, describing the new inventions 
patented. 
This trinm ph cf mind, this development 
of inventive genios in this country, is not 
because here men and women are more 
talented than in other countries, but be 
cause of the peculiar s'ate and condition of 
m en h e re ; because of opportunities and 
education and training more favorable than 
in otber countries. One of the most strik­ 
ing oontras's in that exhibition was the 
rude plow from India alongside of the most 
finished American plow. One plow was a 
piece of iron fastened to a very crooked 
rail. This, placed beside the polished mole-

Bernard Herricj, who stops at the New 
W illiam Tell House, and Messrs. J. and A. 
Johnson, who live at Seventh and H 
streets, state that they were yesterday wit­ 
nesses to a gross outrage committed on a 
Chinam an on the W ashington side of the 
river. Their story is that the Chinam an 
was m et at the end of the bridge by two 
men who attem pted to search him . The 
Chinam an struggled, and they shoved and 
pulled him down upon the bank of the 
river, threw him to the ground, and went 
through him in true footpad style. They 
found $10 in oneof his pockets, which they 
took from him , wrote out w hat they said 
was a poll-tax receipt and gave it to their 
victim, at the same tim e returning him 
some change out of the $10 piece. Our in ­ 
form ants state that the outrage was wit­ 
nessed by about fifty persons, some of 
whom protested, but their protests were 
not beetled. 
This sort of thing is said to be of common 
occurrence in the town of W ashington, and 
is supposed to be done by persons wno 
claim authority to collect poll-taxes. But, 
w hether for that purpose or for downright 
robbery, such procedure is a gross outrage 
and should be stopped. Some day these 
fellows may tackle a m an who will have 
the courage to defend his rights under the 
law, and then—well, there will be a va­ 
cancy or two in the ranks of Yolo’s Poll- 
tax Collectors.

But 
do not conclude there is no native talent in ¡ 
India. Only a few years before a native of 
that land—Sheshadrai—c ime to this coun­ 
try to attend the W orld’3 Evangelical A lli­ 
ance, and he verily astonished and electri­ 
fied thousands of Americans who flocked 
to hear his eloquence, spoken, too, in OUf 
own English language. It was evident that 
there is talent in In d ia ; but that talent is 
kept removed from the field of invention. 
There is caste there; the population is cut 
up into classes, higher and lower. That 
m an, Sheshadrai, never did a stroke of 
m anual labor in his life, H e was educated 
to believe that it would degrade him to do 
m anual labor—he would lose caste. The 
labor of that country is too cut up and di­ 
vided among the people; and it is almost a 
mortal sin for any individual to go out of 
his own narrow sphere. 
Many do not 
understand why the missionaries have so 
m any servants.

In no other country in the 
world is this caste and class distinction so 
broken up as in this country. It exists 
much more largely in England than here. 
There the bakers and butlers, the cab­ 
men, and sm iths and carpenters and butch­ 
ers have kept to their line of work for 
m any generations. 
Now, where men are 
forever kept at one thing they may gain 
a higher excellence in that one th in g ; 
hence our im portations are more largely 
of articles as fine cloths and other thing9, 
where patient labor has put on a higher 
finish. 
In 
all monarchical 
and aristrocratic 
countries there is a broad distinction be­ 
tween the ruling and the laboring classes. 
In such countries the thinking is supposed 
to be done by a few—by the ruling class. 
The difficulty with all such countries is 
the worker is not a thinker, and the 
thinker is Dot a worker. 
If 
a 
lady 
does none of her own sewing she has no 
use for a sewing machine. 
If the educated 
class do uo m anual labor, they have little 
knowledge of tools, and are in no sitnation 
to invent anything to save labor. But in 
these United States education is more gen­ 
eral than in other countries, hence thinking 
is universal, and a great deal of it is done. 
The laborer is educated and is a thinker. 
And here also all class and caste distinc­ 
tions are unknow n, and the more highly 
educated are not unfam iliar with m anual 
labor, and are brought into contact with 
the very objects for which the machine is 
needed. This state of things exists in this 
country to a degree which is found in no 
other country in the world. And then 
mind is here free. The natural result of 
this state of things is a marvelous develop­ 
m ent of invention. 
The people who have this characteristic, 
if i hey are not now, will certainly become 
the most powerful people in the world. 
They can do more, can overcome more re­ 
sistance, perform more work than any 
other people. Our late war exhibited this 
fact to European nations, that our armies 
could do more in the battle field and in 
campaigning than European armies. A m er­ 
ican bayonets could think,and the achieve­ 
ments of such arm ies were not lim ited by 
the possibilities of ordinary warfare. 
The same result may be realized in w hat­ 
ever direction American energy may be 
called to exert itself. 
W e excel in develop­ 
ing, controlling, directing power. 
These results, as exhibited at the W orld’s 
Fair in Philadelphia, were exceedingly at­ 
tractive to the less enlightened people; 
great platforms of agricultural im plem ents 
and m achinery were sold to Brazil and to 
Japan. 
W ith that exhibition the U nited 8tates, 
as a great power in the estimation of the 
nations of the earth, reached a culm inat­ 
ing point. 
It was timely. The great war 
which had just closed had fuily opened the 
eyes of all as to our m ilitary greatness, then 
came this wonderful industrial exhibition 
which capped the climax ; and from that 
time we have never been w ithout honor. 
The developm ent of a Christian civilization 
on this American continent is to-day the 
growing wonder of the world ; it is the 
vanguard of the world’s progress, it is a 
true prophecy of the best hope of the 
world’s future. Universal education, un i­ 
versal freedom and the one true holy re­ 
ligion coDstitntc the trinity of hum an hope 
for a good tim e coming, a true m illennium

N ew Y ork, September 15th.—Pilot W ill­ 
iam M urphy, utter hard fighting against 
the elements, succeeded in bringing the 
bark Goldridge from 
Bahia 
into port 
yesterday. 
M urphy boarded the bark last 
Monday outside Cape May. H e belongs to 
the pilot-boat Ambrose Snow. 
W hen he 
left her she had three pilots on board and 
she has not been beard from since, and it 
is the only pilot-boat now missing of the 
great num ber that were supposed to have 
been blown to sea two days ago. 
M urphy says the cvcIodc struck the 
Goldridge wlieu off Cape May. The pilot 
resolved to change his course, but while 
“ wearing” a heavy swell and wind struck 
her. throwing her on her beam ends. For 
twelve hours all hands clung to the rig­ 
ging fcr dear life. 
Wednesday the storm abated, and the 
ship righted. 
“ We examined the pum ps,” 
said the pilot, “and found them all right. 
W e got some sail set and then took our 
bearings.

A week ago Saturday a sm all smooth-taced, 
dark-skinued m an calling him self H arry 
Lacey arrived in W heeling and proclaimed 
him self the advance agent of Forepaugh’s 
circus. 
H e was a genial m an, of good ad­ 
dress, and proceeded to m ake friends with 
everybody with whom a circus agent usu­ 
ally comes in contact. 
H e made a contract with the State Fair 
Association for the use of their grounds. 
H e let the bar privileee of the grounds and 
a large num ber of other contracts. H e was 
m uch sought after. 
Toward the end of the week suspicion 
was aroused by the ptculiar actions of 
Lscey, as he had received a large am ount 
of money in the way of sm all advunces 
from the men with whom he had made 
contracts. 
A newspaper reporter telegraphed to-day 
to Fort Dodge, la , to Mr. Forepaugh, and 
in a short tim e received the following re­ 
ply :

A n o th e r Y oung M an W ho T em p ts D eath 
a t N iagara. 


N ia g a r a 
F a l l s 
(N . Y.), 
September 
15th.—To-day 
W alter G. 
Campbell, of 
Youngstown, N. Y „ made a trip through 
the rapids of Niagara gorge, below the 
falls. Early this m orning Campbell took 
him self to the secret depths of the bank up 
beyond the old "M aid of the Mist” land­ 
ing, and rem ained in hiding there until 
about noon 
About this tim e he, in com­ 
pany of some friends, was seen rowiDg a 
boat in the river. 
H e was encased in pieces 
of cork an inch thick, strapped firmly in 
position. 
A t 2:30 r m. he pulled slowly from the 
dock towards the center of the river. He 
drifted down with the current far towaid 
the Canadian side. A t 3:26, standing up ­ 
right in the boat, he took one of the oars 
and paddied the craft in the direction he 
desired to go, at the same tim e steadying it 
over the heavy swells, he rode in safety, 
and as he neared the first breaker of the 
rapids he knelt down in the bottom of the 
boat. 
He passed safely through the first 
part of the rapids while in a kneeling posi­ 
tion. and, holding fast to the sides of the 
craft, a huge wave in front of the Battery’s 
elevator raised him high in its crest and 
capsized the boat. 
IIis cork suit buoyed him up nicely. At 
3:32 p. m . he was seen to enter the w hirl­ 
pool and w as carried by a fierce current far 
out into the maelstrom*. By strong sw im ­ 
ming he soon reached the shore. Campbell 
took a dog with him in the boat and the 
anim al shared his experience. H e had life- 
preservers around his body and was also 
rescued. 


SUCCESSFUL T R IP . 


T he B a ltim o re D evelops 
M ore 
Speed 
T h an A ny W a r V essel A float. 


P h il a d e l p h ia , 
September 15th.—The 
new steel cruiser Baltimore, which left her 
dock and went down the Delaware river as 
far as the Delaware breakwater, returned 
this afternoon. A broom fastened to her 
foremast and another to her m ainm ast 
were public evidences of the success ob­ 
tained by the builders of the vessel. 
H er commander, Captain Schley, said 
the trip was entirely successful and that 
the engines were all right and worked ad­ 
mirably. The vessel went eighty or ninety 
miles out and is a beautiful sailer. 
H e said : “ You cau be perfectly confident 
in saying that she is the fastest man-of-war 
all oat.” 
A nothtr officer stated that the Baltimore 
left last W ednesday and anchored off the 
coast, the we:.tber being then too rough 
for her trial. On Friday m orning a pre­ 
lim inary trial was pad, and on Saturday 
she went out for her regular official four 
hours' trial, under command of Captain 
Joseph Steel. A ll data aud indicator cards 
were taken every fifteen m inutes from 
both ends of every cylinder on the ship, 
which m ade for three hours an average of 
about 20.2 knots an hour in a pretty good 
sea. 
Many of the people on board thought 
she was m aking better time, but, allowing 
for all errors in calculation, log lines, etc., 
she is believed to have made 20.2 knots. 
The trial indicates, it is said, that she is 
the fastest vessel of any ship of her tonnage 
afloat, and the fastest man-of-war of any 
country. 
The Baltimore ran straight ahead all the 
time. There was nothing from the tim e 
she left the dock until her return that 
occasioned any stop. 
It is also stated that the Baltim ore will 
probably go more than 10,000-horse power, 
and 9,000-horse power was the am ount 
contracted for. It will, in case it be true, 
give Ciam p a bonus of at least 1,000-horse 
power.

after m idnight the fire is still burning 
slowly, and two or three sm aller stores ore 
being consumed.

It is expected to 
speak out boldly (by which term is m eant 
rashly and unthinkingly) upon all sorts of 
topics and cheerfully to bear any and all 
evil consequences that shall flow there­ 
from. 
It is a fact that a newspaper is as truly a 
business enterprise as is that of Sm ith it 
Brown, m erchants, or of Thompson it 
Jones, grocers. 
Mr. Sm ith doesn't roundly 
abuse every m an who fails to come up to 
his idea of m orality. 
Or, if he does so 
abuse him , the chances are as fifty to one 
that Sm ith will prove a failure in business. 
Mr. Brown, the ju n io r partner, doesn’t try 
to impress upon the town that only he anil 
his church are orthodox and go ronnd 
spoiling for a religious discussion. Neither 
Mr. Thompson nor Mr. Jones, if there be 
souud judgm ent and a desire to become 
prosperous grocers, will attem pt to shine in 
politics or to take sides in every private 
quarrel or the discussion of every social 
scandal. 
No more will a newspaper at­ 
tem pt to do these things. 
Its office is to 
give the news, though more occasions arise 
than the public wot of, when a journal may 
not give all the news. 
it is an irrevocable law that the innocent 
m ust suffer for the guilty. 
The drunkard

wise responsible for his acts. 
We are all

his life the editor of a daily newspaper is 
compelled to reject items ot news, which, 
though they would furnish, in m any in­ 
stances, racy and exciting reading to his 
patrons, would hum iliate innocent people 
and inflict upon the blameless needless 
piin. 
W. S. Green, in his annual address be­ 
fore the N orthern California Press Asso­ 
ciation in Sacramento, was precisely cor­ 
ree», when he said that a paper should be 
placed upon the same basis as any other 
legitim ate business; that no lines should 
be given in charity;

“obligation” 
w hich 
would 
tram m el his editorial expression or his 
treatm ent of news. The average citizen is 
not in the habit of asking a grocer to give 
him a sack of coffee or a m erchant to pre­ 
sent him a roll of cloth. Y'et he will n o t 
h fsitateto request the equivalent of these 
things of the editor, and often feel ag­ 
grieved at bis failure to get it. Allen B. 
Lemmon, of the Sania Rosa Republican, 
struck a broken chord in the diapason of 
journalistic struggle on the Pacific coast 
when he said at the Press Convention : 
“ Charge full rates to church socials and 
pay your donations in cash. Advise yonr 
advertisers as to the best methods of adver­ 
tising candidly and honestly. Make foreign 
advertisers pay the same rates as those at 
home. If local m erchants don’t appreciate 
your paper bring new men into town who 
will. 
As with patent medicines, so with 
towns and com m unities—those who make 
best use of printers' ink will best succeed.”
